Black Soldiers to Take no Prisoner.*. 


Inasmuch us the Federal Government, to 


its everlasting shame, luu found no means 
yot to compel tho Confederates to refrain 
from the murder of Mack r-oldier-i Vvho full 
into their hands, we aro glad to learn that 
tho black men thom.celvc.s are able to rnm- 
prehend their situation, and arc evincing 
tho spirit which tho occasion calls for. An 
officer in tho army writes on tho subject, 
! as follows: 


"Our negro soldiorn Tire not ignorant of 


tho barbarous inhumanity of tho rebels, 
they know that it is tr> light or die, but 
this knowledge cloeR not intimidate them. 
They will probably bu abb to retaliate in 
kind, and those who assume the right to 
murder men takon in battle merely be- 
cause thoy huvo black skin', will yet rue 
the day tfmt they adopted their infamous 
coilo. Whenever tho black brigade are 
found contending in battle with rebel lines 
there will bo hot work. 
The matter is 


now well understood on both sides — no 
quarter — Tho black men will never bo ta- 
ken prisoners, and liny will take no prison- 
ers. 
Tho work will bo quick, thorough 


and decisive.
